Alford, now serving an_ indeter- 
minate sentence of from 2 to 20 
years in San Quentin, and is ac- 
cused of aiding the former On- 
tario city manager in systematic- 
ally robbing the Ontario treasury 
by presenting bills for fictitious 
purchases of supplies. Huling, 
the indictment reads, represented 
himself to be the proprietor of a 
fictitious Los Angeles’ business 
house from which scores of bills 
were charged to the city of On- 
tario and were paid upon the ap- 
proval of Alford. 


Shortly after the indictments 
were returned, Huling and Alford, 
inseparable friends for years, 
parted. During the Alford case, 


Huling offered to turn state’s evi- 
dence against Alford, according 
to Mr. Hert. Huling’s offer was 
denied. 

The Huling. case will probably 
require a month or six weeks to 
try, as did the Alford, case, when 
a mss of documentary 
was presented. Attorney Frank 
Tt.’ Bates of San Bernardino repre- 
sents Huling.

San Bernardino County now nas 
a population of 108,000. This is a 
100 per cent increase since the 
1910 census and a gain of 30,000 
since 1920. 

These figures, which show that 
the growth of the city of San 
Bernardino is rivaled only by 
that of the county, were compiled 
yesterday by the San Bernardino 


Chamber of Commerce and_ the 
Southern Sierras Power Company. 

The total of 108,000 was secured 
after careful checks had Ween 
made of the growth in every city 
and in rural sections, 

While the greatest growth was 
made in the city of San Bernar- 
dino, an ever bigger percentage of 


growth was made in some rural 
communities, notably Yucaipa, 
Fontana and Bloomington, where

years. 

The 1910 census for San Bernar- 
dino County gave the total popu- 
lation as 65,706. The population 
total as recorded by the 1920 cen- 
sus was 73,401, a 50 per cent 
gain in ten years. 

The 103,000 figure represeenta- 
tive of the county's present popu- 
lation shows that the gain in the 
past three years has been as 
great as that of the previous dec- 
ade, 

During the period in which the 
county has made this growth the 
city of San Bernardino has grown 
from a small city of about 10,000 
population to the metropolis of 
the Inland Empire with over 32,- 
000 residents. Ontario has ex- 
panded from a village to a busy 
city of 8,500 inhabitants, and Red- 


lands, the second city in the 
county, now has a population of 
over 12,000 persons,

DR. HOAG SPEAKS 
TO WOMAN’S CLUB— 

“Don’t develop a New England 
conscience,” was the advice of 
Dr. Ernest Bryant Hoag of Pasa- 
dena, who spoke to the members 
of the Upland Woman's Club at 
their last meeting, at the Y. M. 

A. building, on Tuesday after- 
noon, Tt is a selfish sort of thing 
and if everyone would credit her- 
self with a certain amount of 
fundamental decency she needn’t 
have a New England conscience. 

Dr. Hoag’s subject was “Every 
Day Fears,” and was filled with 
such good advice and everyday 
common sense that “fear,” which 
he termed the “black beasts of 
phantasy, ghosts of ignorance, 
and ghosts of superstition,’ seem- 
ed exactly to the hearers just 
what Dr. Hoag termed them. Near- 
ly all fears go back to childhood 
and everyone does have fear haunt 
them from childhood to old age. 
The more intelligent one is the 
more fears and worries one has.

life parents need never worry 
about the outcome in their chil- 
dren.

Hoag states, and further states 
that the head hasn’t anything to 
do with psychology. Absent-mind- 
ed people are the ones who re- 
member the most. Cultivated’ so- 
ciety is composed of barbarians 
about 50-50. Cultivation does not 
mean just a chair-pusher, nor ne- 
cessarily how to use.the right cut- 
lery, but the control of temper 
(rage is the worst sin), sex in- 
stinct, appetite, in fact all emo- 
tions. 

Among the things recognized as 
fears are high places, broad places, 
confined places, an open space, to 
be thrown off high places, the ele- 
ments-—thunder, lightning, wind 
sounds, diseases, timidity, sex, in- 
omnia. The cure for these is to 
drag them out in the open and 
look them in the face. Finding 
nothing to them, fear has gone. 

Anyway, one must learn to meet 
the situation, Above all, don’t de- 
velope a New England conscience!

R. B. Kennedy of Whittier, the 
president of the San Gabriel Val- 
ley Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce, told of the help Azusa had 
given the valley, as it was at 
Azusa that the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce were first or- 


ganized and its growth and g00d | 


work done was quite phenomenal. 

Hon. J. B. Gill, president of the 
Foothill Boulevard Association, 
gave a humorous account of the 
formation of the association and 
of the plans for the further de- 
velopment and improvement all 
along the road. 

Stresses Water Problem 

J. W. Reagan, county flood con- 
trol engineer, gave a very graphic 
report of the serious situation 
of the water problems which con- 
front the country when it is more 
thickly populated, as will be the 
casé in another ten or fifteen 
years, and the imperative need for 
the conservation of all waters. 
He spoke of the work now being 
done on the dam site of the San 
Gabriel canyon dam and said that 
by next March or April the dia- 
mond drillers would be at work 
testing out the bed rock. 

Frank Wheeler of Claremont 
spoke briefly on the history of the 
Foothill Boulevard. Among other 


| things, he called attention to the 


fact that the. first county highway 
commission was elected in 1907, 
and consisted of C. D. Daggett, 
William Banning and M. C. Marsh. 
Mr. Banning resigned immediate- 
ly afterward and G. H. Bixby of 
Long Beach was appointed by the 
supervisors to take his place. 

In 1908 the term of C. D. Dag- 
gett having expired, the supervis- 
ors appointed J. C. Calvert of 
Azusa in his place. 

In 1906 the old wooden bridge 
over the San Gabriel River was 
extended both east and west on 
account of washouts having cut 
a wider channel on either side of 
the old bridge. 

This new part of the bridge was 
designed by E. T. Wheeler, a civil 
engineer, and the contract for its 
erection was let to Mr. Mersereau 
at a cost of $9,348, adding that 
both the designer, the builder 
and the bridge had gone to their 
reward. He also stated that there 
had been previous bridges, which 
were smaller and had all been 
washed away, but that the rec- 
ords of Los Angeies County in 
the old days were not kept with 
that degree of accuracy that they 
are today, and that there was 
absolutely no record of any other 
bridge having been built by the 
county prior to 1906, so inmper- 
fectly were the county transac- 
tions kept 30 years ago. 

Name Changed 1907 

“At the time the bridge was 
built in 1906,” Mr. Wheeler said, 
“the road was called ‘Falling Leaf 
Road,’ but in 1907 a delegation, 
headed by the late A. P. Griffith 
of Azusa, got the name changed, 


and thereafter it was officially 
called by the county ‘Foothi!! 
Boulevard’ from Pasadena to 


| Claremont.”
